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McGill History department 
refuses Black studies

The history depart ment curricu- 
lum committee refused last week to 
approve a proposal for a Black his- 
tory course submitted by the Black 
Students’ Network (BSN). 

Miriam Kaba, Outreach Chair- 
person for the BSN was not 
surprised by the curriculum com- 
mittee’s decision. 

The committee said they would 
not hire new professors next year 
due to budgetary constraints. The 
history department would also not 
hire any professors on the basis of 
race. 

“We expected this excuse to be 
used by the University’s adminis- 
tration,’’ said Kaba. “However, 
budget constraints can’t excuse the 
pressing need for hiring more pro- 
fessors of colour.” 

The BSN wants the Black history 
course to be required for all history 
students. They also require it be 
taught by a qualified professor of 
African descent. 

When asked about the lack of a 
Black perspective in the History 
department curriculum committee 
member, Robert Vogel said, “That’s 
a controversial area." 

The Black history course was 
designed tobethe forerunner of the 



Africana Studies program — a mi- 
nor program which would study 
the contributions of Blacks to such 
disciplines as political science, mu- 
sic, sociology, literature, 
mathematics and science. The pro- 
gram wouldbethefirstBlackstudies 
program in Québec. 

Neither the history department 
nor thecurriculum committee have 
made a formal committment to in- 
troduce a Black history course. The 
curriculum committee has not yet 
formally contacted the BSN to sug- 
gest changes to the proposal. 

“The proposal was only lightly 
discussed at the meeting because 
the meeting was to discuss changes 
to the existing curriculum,” Vogel 
said. 

The student rep on the commit- 
tee told BSN members the proposal 
could not be formally considered 
until the format was changed. But 
history professors did not suggest 
changes after studying the proposal 
at an earlier department meeting. 

The student rep suggested the 
BSN take the proposal to a history 
professor to have it taught as a 
course for next year. 

The BSN has not yet decided if 
this is acceptable, since there are no 
professors of African descent in the 
department. 



The BSN, supported by the His- 
tory Students’ Association, made 
repeated requests to present their 
proposal in person at the curricu- 
lum committee meeting. The 
historydepartment did not answer 
their requests, and BSN members 
were not invited to the committee 
meeting. 

Many BSN and Montréal Black 
community members are disap- 
pointed with the lack of progress 
beingmadeinintroducingtheBlack 
history course. 

“With the debate raging across 
the United States about what we 
should be teaching our children, 
more and more people are realizing 
that the contributions of African 
peoples have been ignored for too 
long,” argued one BSN member. 

Many other universities across 
Canada offer Black studies pro- 
grams and courses dealing with 
Black issues. Dalhousie introduced 
a Major program in Black studies 
last year. 

“It is ridiculous that McGill 
graduates know very little about 
the contributions of Africans, 
whether it be the Moors’ domi- 
nance in Europe for eight hundred 
years up until the advent of slavery, 
or the ancient Black civilization of 
Egypt,” said Dave Austin, the Cul- 




tural Issues Chairperson of the BSN. 
“Most don’t even know that the 
history of humankind began in Af- 
rica.” 

The BSN’s next general meeting 
will be held this Wednesday and 
will devise a strategy along with 
other Montréal community groups 



to appeal to the University for a 
committment to introducing a 
Black studies program. 

According to Austin, “This is 
only the first stage. Now that we 
know where the historydepartment 
stands, we know which further steps 
to take.” 



Woman arrested at "party" for theft 

Student politicians accused of misconduct

Two student delegates at a con- 
ference last week are being accused 
ofsolicitingtheservicesofsex-trade 
workers. One of the two alleged 
sex-trade workers was later arrested 
by police for taking alcohol from a 
hotel kitchen. 

The allegations come from offi- 
cials of the Canadian Federation of 
Students (CFS), and are directed 
towards Nicolas Plourde, president 
of Fédération Etudiante 
Universitaire du Québec (FEUQ), 
and Mark Magnuson, president of 
CFS -Saskatchewan. 

“1 think what they did violates 
the principles for which CFS stands 
for, concerning respect for women 
and sexual harrassment," said 
Nancy Hepinstall, the national 
women’s commissioner for CFS. 

Plourde has denied the allega- 
tions. He said the CFS’s allegations 
are “slanderous” and are part of a 
political manoeuvre to attack him 
and the FEUQ student association. 
The McGill Students’ Society has 
been a member of FEUQ since last 
year, though its membership was 
contested in a referendum last year. 

The alleged incident occured last 



Tuesday during a CFS national an- 
nual meeting in Ottawa. 

Hepinstall said a hotel manager 
told her about an incident that had 
occurred in a room of the hotel. 
“Then I realized that it was Plourde’s 
hotel room,” she said. 

The manager told Hepinstall 
someone in Plourde’s room had 
ordered alcohol from room service 
and was refused. Later, a hotel em- 
ployee discovered two women in 
the hotel kitchen. 

At 5h00, when hotel staff dis- 
covered that alcohol was missing 
from a kitchen fridge, hotel man- 
agement went to Plourde’s room. A 
woman in Plourde’s room was ar- 
rested and charged with theft by 
police later that morning. 

Hepinstall said by Thursday that 
rumours about the incident had 
“spread like wildfire," but at the 
time none of the CFS delegates knew 
how to react to it. 

“Many delegates felt uncomfort- 
able in the continued presence of 
the people involved in the incident,” 
said Hepinstall. 

FEUQ president Plourde said 
the two women were in his hotel 
room, but that they were not sex- 
trade workers. He said he met the 
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Nicolas Plourde, FEUQ prez in happ 

women in a bar in Hull and invited 
them to a party in his hotel room. 

“It’s not in my nature to consort 
with (prostitutes). Saying those two 
women were prostitutes is com- 
pletely false,” said Plourde. “If she 
(the woman arrested) was a prosti- 
tute, I would have been also arrested

for soliciting her services.” 

Plourde said he did not have any 
part in the theft from the hotel 
kitchen. “I was only a witness to 
(the incident). I was not involved,” 
he said. 

Hepinstall said Plourde was ob- 
served by CFS delegates picking up 



thesex-tradeworkersin Hull. How- 
ever Hepinstall did notidentify who 
had actually viewed the incident. 

Hepinstall also accused Mark 
Magnuson, from Saskatchewan, of 
soliciting services from the two 
women. She said Magnuson’s “af- 
ter-hours” behaviour at the annual 
meeting and his “implicit involve- 
ment" in the alcohol theft was 
“utterly inappropriate for a repre- 
sentative of CFS.” 

Plourde acknowledged that 
Magnuson was also at the party, but 
said two or three other people were 
also present. 

Magnuson would not comment 
on the incident and said he didn’t 
know Plourde. 

“I don’t know Nicolas Plourde 
except from seeing him at the gen- 
eral meeting," he said. “I don’t 
.understand where these rumours 
began." 

Students’ Society VP External 
Karla MacDonald said she was very 
concerned about theallegations.“If 
this is in fact true, I’m really dis- 
gusted,” said MacDonald. 

MacDonald said the Students’ 
Society executive will meet in the 
next few days to discuss how it will 
respond to the alleged incident.

Incompetence during Students’ 
Society elections last year could have 
annulled key referenda, student 
councillors are suggesting. 

“There was a lot of trouble with 
last year’s Chief Returning Officer,” 
current co-ChiefReturningOfficer 
(CRO) Deanna Vanderyagt said. 

Results from every referenda last 
year could have been invalidated 
because the 10 per centquorumwas 
not obtained.

But results can no longer be con- 
tested. Students’ Society’s election

Former 
Chief Re-

(CRO) Eric Steinman consistently 
miscalculated the number of eligi- 
ble voters needed for quorum. 

Students last year voted to join la 
Fédération Étudiante Universitaire 
du Québec (FHUQ); approved post- 
graduate secession from Students’ 
Society and amended Students’s 
Society’sconstitution, including the 
addition of an affirmative action 
clause. 

Calling 10 per cent “an arbitrary 
figure,” Students’ Society President 
Scott Miticdoesnot think last year’s 
referenda are any less legitimate 
despite the absence of quorum. 

“My reaction would be that (the 
lack of quorum) does not de-legiti- 
mizc (last year’s) decisions because 
this year’s health plan is not less 



legitimate with ll%ofthe vote than 
it is with 22 per cent," Mitic said. 

“I think students who vote are 
representative of the student body 
as a whole,” said Mitic. “Regarding 
FE UQ ( which passed by a slim mar - 
gin of 1035 ‘yes’ votes to 951 ‘no’ 
votes), if we had had more people 
vote, we would have had the same 
slim margin, only with more votes 
on both sides.” 

But architecture rep. to council 
Dave Gruber thinks the lack of quo- 
rum renders the decisions less 
legitimate. 

“If one says any number of peo- 
ple can makedecisionsas important 
as the ones voted on last year, then 
why do we even have a referendum 
proce- 
dure!," he 
said. 
“Why not 
just have 
Council 
make the 
d e c i - 
sions?” 
Last 
year, ap- 
proximately 
2200 stu- 
dents voted during the fall term 
referendum and 2400 in the winter 
term, according to Steinman’s re- 
ports to council. Steinman 
calculated these figures to represent 
1 1 per cent and 14 per cent of the 
student body respectively. 

ButSteinman’scalculationswere 
grossly underestimated. Current co- 
CRO William Stee calculated the 
number of eligible voters to be 
22 356 thisyear, requiring2236 vot- 
ers for quorum. 

Butthisyear’snumberofeligible 
voters should be substantially less 
than last year’s because post-gradu- 
ates seceded from Students’ Society 
last March. 

“This year for some reason quo- 



rum was considered 200 students 
higher than last year. It didn’t make 
sense because grads don’t vote 
anymore,” Gruber said. 

Using Stee’s method of calcula- 
tion and Senate documents on 
enrolment, last year’s number of 
eligible votersshould have approxi- 
mated 29 000 students. As quorum 
was supposed to be 2900, last year’s 
voter turnout of 2200 represents 
less than 8 per cent. 

Gruber said Steinman excluded 
part-time students in his calcula- 
tions. But the error cannot be traced 
because most referenda and elec- 
tion records from last year have been 
lost, said Vanderyagt. 

“We have nothing as far as ar- 
chives go,” Vanderyagt said. “It 
seems Eric Steinman took some of 
the records to his home in Vancou- 



Steinman refused to comment. 

The quorum debate follows a 
series of scandals involving 
Steinman who held the CRO post 
between 1989and 1991. Last year, it 
was discovered that Students’ Soci- 
ety had unknowingly paid Steinman 
over the past two years. 

Former VPs Finance Jean- 
Charles Viens and Jane Howard 
estimated they had paid Steinman 
over $2500forhis“voluntary” work. 

No quorum is required in elec- 
tions for Students’ Society positions. 

Concordia

Plans to establish a student-run 
housing cooperative by three uni- 
versity student groups may be in 
jeopardyafteronememberdropped 
out of the coalition last week. 

Charlene Nero and Eleanor 
Brown, Co-Presidents of the 
Concordia University Student As- 



sociation (CUSA), sent a letter to 
Daron Westman, one of the organ- 
izers of the project, saying they “no 
longer wished to sponsor the project 
in any manner, financial or other- 
wise.” 

CUSA and student associations 
from McGill and the Université de 
Québec à Montréal have been work- 
ing on theTriangle Housing Project 
since last year. The major force be- 
hind the project has been McGill’s 
Québec-PIRG, a student-run re- 
search group. 

Westman said “he was saddened ” 
that CUSA had dropped out, but he 
was not surprised. “Communica- 
tionsbetweenthetwobodies(CUSA 
and the Triangle organizers at 
Québec-PIRG) have been handled 
badly on both sides,” he said. 

Project organizers are in the 
process of choosing a building and 
setting up a co-op with a $140 000 
loan from three Ontario student 
housing cooperatives. 

Lana Grimes and Mike Ryan, 
CUSA reps to the Triangle project 
meetings this year, had serious criti- 
cisms of the project. 

“The rent is way out of line,” said 
Grimes, VP Liason ofCUSA. “What 
they have put on the table does not 
ring right and we can’t support it. It 
is an elitist set up.” 

Grimes said Triangle organizers 
planned to chargebetween $225 and 
$260 per student per room in each 
apartment. 



Instead of payingabout $650 for 
a seven and a half in the plateau, 
four or five students would be pay- 
ing a total of up to $1300 or.more 
for the same apart ment, Grimes said. 

“They are planning to buy a 
building for $30 000 more than it is 
worth,” said Ryan, who has lived in 
a Milton-Park Co-op for the last 
decade. He said the buildings’ high 
purchase cost, the high rents, and 
the lack of subsidization for needier 
students “runs counter to all the 
principles of housing co-ops.” 

Students’ Society VP External 
Karla MacDonald would not com- 
ment on CUSA’s dropping out. 
However, she said the two buildings 
the Triangle group is investigating 
were not suitable. 

“I think the rents are pricey for 
buildings that are so far away from 
the McGill campus,” she said. 

James Kulczycki, the president 
of the Waterloo Cooperative Resi- 
dence, was surprised to hear about 
the Triangle’s problems. 

He said the Waterloo Co-op and 
the other co-ops in Toronto would 
“have to be satisfied with the stabil- 
ity” of the Triangle Project 
Organization before they loaned the 
Montréal group the $140 000. 

Kulczyki was not aware of 
CUSA’s problems with the project. 
He said the three Toronto co-ops 
would likely meet to discuss the 
matter. 



Fight erupts over Palestinian display

Tempers flared at Vanier College last Thursday, 
when a Palestinian Students’ cultural display of- 
fended Jewish students. After much commotion, 
and some fighting, police were called in. 

The conflict began when some of the material in 
the display was deemed anti-Semetic. 

Fist fights broke out, amidst violent arguments 
between students. One student was punched and 
had h ; s ear slashed with a knife, according to staff at 
the Vanier Phoenix, the campus newspaper. 

“The literature and imagery posted up promoted 
hatred of Jews,” said Hillel president Gordon 
Dubrosky. 

According to onlookers, enraged students at- 
tempted to rip down posters and have the display 
removed. At the request of the police, the display 
was removed, to avoid further violence. 

The items that incited anger include aposter with 
the Star of David drenched in blood, and pamphlets 
equating events occuring in the occupied territories 
with Nazi concentration camps. 

“Everything had significance,” said Bassam 



Hanna, president of Vanier Collective for Palestinian 
Human Rights (VCPHR), “the flag is dripping with 
the blood of a Palestinian child." 

Hanna said that all the information distributed 
was documented fact. 

The display was intended to commemorate Sabra 
Shatila, a massacre which occured in a refugee camp 
in Lebanon and to “inform other Canadians about 
our culure and politics,” said Hanna. 

But other students questioned the content of the 
display. “It was supposed to be a cultural event, but 
most of the material depicted soldiers and death,” 
said a member of Hillel, “If you are going to bring in 
political views, they should be objective and not 
cheap emotionalism." 

“We knew it was provocative but that doesn’t 
mean we don’t have the right to say it,” said VCPHR 
member Raad Raad. 

Hanna expressed regret at the incident, but is 
concerned that a similar outburst may occur next 
week when the college’s Jewish student community 
present a display.

First of all, Mr. Wilkinson, is it so difficult 
to acquire a plain old envelope which 
would fit conveniently into any school- 
bag in which to collect these elusive due 
slips. Would this be too much ofachorc, 
or would you like the library to do this 
for you, too? Not efficient, is it? Maybe 
not quite as mindless for you, Mr. 
Wilkinson, but much more efficient for 
the library. Book records on computer 
make things much easier for the staff 
that must keep track of them - there’s a 
lot ofbooks in there, many lost, overdue, 
on recall, etc. A computer recall

To serve and protect whom?

On Thursday, November 14, 1991 Montréal’s 
finest shot and murdered another young Black male. 
His name here is irrelevant as he is just one of the 
many Black males who are continually being de- 
stroyed simply because they are Black. 

This time they claim that this particular indi- 
vidual committed suicide to avoid being arrested. 
But anyone who understands the history and culture 
of Black people, especially in terms of our struggle 
for mere survival here in the west, would know that 
the one thing we don’t do is commit suicide. We 
have endured the barbarity of slavery, european 
domination, and even western sponsored coups and 
are still living to write about it. Why would we 
shoot ourselves on account of a Dunkin’ Donut? It’s 
just not our style. 

The question of suicide here is a non-question. 
We are coming to the realization that a Black life is 



worth very little in this societyand the apathy shown by 
non-Black peoples on the whole concerning the vari- 
ous acts of aggression towards Blacks by the police only 
confirms this. 

The police are part of a bigger problem in this 
society called endemic institutionalized racism. It be- 
gan someyearsago when Black people werefirst shipped 
to this side of the world from Africa... 

We are starting to ask questions, the right questions. 
What do we have to do to defend and protect ourselves 
in a society that places absolutely no value on our lives? 

As far as I am concerned this society is no different 
than South Africa. In fact it is here where we are more 
vulnerable as many of us still foolishly believe that 
when the police say “to serve and protect” they are 
talking about us. 

We live with the reality that whether we are drug 
pushers or doctors, students or criminals, innocent or 
guilty, our lives are in constant danger. Incredibly 
enough, this happens to be the only time that the police 
chose not to discriminate. 
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It’s an odd case of students being forced to be free

University steamrolls students 

Students’ Society is presently involved in a 
battle with the university which illustrates its 
political weaknesses. 

Last December, students’ council voted to 
dismiss their employee Don McGerrigle. 

But when Students’ Society executive 
members informed the university Senate that 
they had dismissed McGerrigle, they were 
told they had not correctly followed the uni- 
versity’s dismissal procedures. 

“McGerrigle was and still is a McGill em- 
ployee,” said Mercille. “A decision regarding 
any McGill employee must follow proper 
procedures.” 

“Those procedures were not followed.” 

A former executive member disagreed. 



“[McGerrigle’s removal] conformed en- 
tirely to procedures which the University 
Senate had approved for removing an Execu- 
tive Director,” former VP External Alex Usher 
wrote in a Tribune editorial two weeks ago. 

The university then transferred 
McGerrigle to an administrative position in 
theathleticsdepartment and forced Students’ 
Society to continue paying his salary. Stu- 
dents have now paid McGerrigle for ten 
months of work since his dismissal. 

The McGerrigle incident left both Stu- 
dents’ Society and the university claiming the 
other had broken the letter of agreement 
between the two bodies. 

Theyare presently working 
out a new letter of agree- 
ment. 

New shoes involve conflict of 
interest? 

Students’ Society president Scott Mitic 
argued the McGerrigle incident proved the 
Society needs additional powers. If the Soci- 
ety had been incorporated it could have fired 
McGerrigle without university intervention. 

“VV e’re very much constrained by the shoes 
we’re in,” Mitic said. “We need to buy a new 
pair of shoes.” 

But other students ar- 
gued Students’ Society 
would gain few real benefits 
from incorporation. 

“Standing up in Senate 
as an incorporated body, we 
wouldn’t haveany more real 
power," said Gino 
Brancatelli. Brancatelli, a 
former engineering rep to 
council, co-authored the re- 
port recommending 
Students' Society not incor- 
porate. 

Other students suggest 
the Society executive is 
knuckling under to university pressures. 
Usher recommended that the Students’ Soci- 
ety executive fight the McGill administration 
in Senate instead of agreeing to incorporate. 

“What is incomprehensible is why the Stu- 
dents’ Society Executive is so hell-bent, not 
only on capitulating to the University’s de- 
mands, but in promoting the idea of 
incorporation as its own initiative,” he wrote. 

Gruber agreed. “Rather than confront the 
university directly, they would rather make a 
deal.” 

Gruber questioned Students’ Society’s eth- 
ics in dealing with the administration. 

“It is very questionable for this executive 
to be negotiating when one of the key players 
is the principal’s daughter,” he said. “It’s a 
problem when the president of Students’ So- 
ciety has asked the (university’s) principal for 
recommendations.” 

The university is intent on getting Stu- 



dents’ Society to incorporate, students say. 

“There was, still is, always has been pres- 
sure from the university to incorporate,” 
Brancatelli commented. 

In its latest show of brinkspersonship, the 
university presented Students’ Society with 
the draft of a new letter of agreement. The 
letter begins by stating the letter is an agree- 
ment between a newly incorporated Students’ 
Society and the university.

Some observers speculate that the univer-

Students’ Society is already in bad finan- 
cial shape. An annual bill for $200 000 or 
more after incorporation could bankrupt the 
Society, or put the society in trusteeship. 

The situation has historical precedents. In 
1976 the university declared a trusteeship 
over an earlier version of Students’ Society 
after scandal destroyed it. 

But Students’ Society is in an unusual 
position because incorporation has usually 
seen as a positive move for student autonomy. 
A number of other student groups across

cash. An 

incorporated Students’ So- 
ciety could assume many of 
thecostsand responsibilites 
the university currently bears. 

Legal liability is one of the largest costs the 
university would probably like to transfer to 
students after incorporation. Because Stu- 
dents’ Society is legally considered a part of 
McGill, the university is liable for the Soci- 
ety’s actions. 

The McGill staff association, for example, 
could have sued the university after 
McGerrigle was given the axe. 

“The Don McGerrigle incident is an ex- 
ample of something the university would like 
to avoid,” Brancatelli said. 

Brancatelli said GST payments and in- 
creased insurance costs would be the two 
largest expenses of incorporation. A recent 
report by Students’ Society’s auditors sug- 
gests the Society would pay almost S30 000 in 
GST if incorporated. 

Students’ Society would also likely be re- 
sponsible for insurance for Gert’s, an expense 
now covered by the administration. 

Staffbenefits and a new accounting system 
would be other major costs to a newly-incor- 
porated Students’ Society. 

No one has yet provided an official esti- 
mate of the costs of incorporation. But GST 
costs; insurance and salary for new employ- 
ees to handle the Society’s accounts could 
amount to several hundred thousand dollars. 

“It amounts to another tax on students,” 
Gruber said. “And whatever the university 
saves, it’s not going to lower students fees by 
the same amount.” 

Then there’stheUnion buildingleasewith 
the university. If the Society incorporated, 
the university could demand it pay heating 
and air conditioning costs, and even rent,. 
These costs, although unlikely, could rack up 
another $300 000 or more.

campus have already incorporated. 

The post-graduate society (PGSS) incor- 
porated twenty years ago in 1971. 

“At the time, the university wasn’t pleased,” 
said post-grad rep Eric Darier. 

Students’ Society incorporation raises the 
larger issue of what the Society is for. Incor- 
poration is supposed to give students greater 
autonomy and power. But if incorporation 
means paying through the nose while our 
elected representatives shun political action 
we’re probably better off without it. 



Legal incorporation is usually a way for 
student groups to achieve autonomy and in- 
dependence from their university 
administrations. But in an ironic twist, the 
McGill administration is twisting Students’ 
Society’s arm to incorporate, and students 
are dragging their heels. 

"The university’s view is that incorpora- 
tion is inevitable,” said university lawyer 
Raynald Mercille. “' VV e believe incorporation 
would be in the best interests of Students’ 
Society.” 

But a report on incorporation prepared by 
student council representatives last year sug- 
gests the opposite. 

“At this time and under the current cir- 
cumstanccsit isnot in thebest interests of the 
Students’ Society to incorporate," the report 
concludes. The report suggests the cost of 
incorporation would be prohibitive and the 
benefits not worth the expenses. 

Incorporation would give some political 
advantages to Students’ Society. Groups are 
recognized as distinct legal bodies only after 
incorporation. Because Students’ Society is 
not incorporated it is just another depart- 
ment within McGill’s administration in the 
eyes of the courts. 

The Society could enter 
legallybindingcontractsor 
take legal action against 
other persons or groups 
only after incorporating. 

These powers could make 
the Society less dependent 
on the university. 

But David Gruber, ar- £ 
chitecture rep. to council, 8 
argued Students’ Society o 
would probably not take §

“It’s unlikely that any 
political benefits would 
ever be used, given Students’ Society’s history 
and its lack of confrontational politics with 
the administration,” he said. 
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Men's film on violence 
against women challenged

A Qucbéc-PIRG initiated film 
about violence againstwomen is 
drawing criticism from the Wom- 
en’s Union due to lack of 
involvement in the film by women. 

Last Tuesday the Arts and Sci- 
ence UndergraduateSociety refused 
the film funds after Women’s Un- 
ion members spoke against it. 

“I believe that a film addressing 
the issue of violence against women 
directed towards a men’s perspec- 
tive might raise male 
consciousness," said former film 
producer Elizabeth Wardle. 

“But I feel that this project is too 
exclusive in its outlook to reflect 
my understanding of feminism." 

The film follows two characters 
• through the progression of a rela- 
tionship. It includes five fictional 
vignettes of unacceptable male 
behavior and five interviews with 
men criticizing the vignettes. 

“It was our decision from the 
start to take a male perspective," 
said the film’s director and writer 
Charles Keaton. “This film is not 
the last to be shot on the subject. 
There is no reason why any point of 
view should be censored.” 

The Québec-PIRG board which 



made the decision to support the 
film included women, explained 
Keaton. “One person is not the 
whole thing. I claim to be the au- 
thor of the edited version — of 
putting the pieces together.” 

Concordia screenwriting stu- 
dent Deirdre Brown co-wrote the 
original script. Brown was chosen 
both for her perspective as a woman 
and for her scriptwriting abilities, 
according to Keaton. 

Wardle left the project because 
of “ideological différences,” said 
Keaton. 

“I tried to divorce myself from 
the project when I realized that I 
would not be able to endorse or 
competently produce it,” Wardle 
said. 

“I think the project needs a lot 
more research by women, even 
more than a single person as co- 
writer.” 

Keaton said criticisms of the 
film’s content were based only on a 
preliminary proposal. “Since then, 
I have a more developed idea of 
what the interviews may say. The 
most complicated situationsare yet 
to be shot.” 

Daron Westman, chairman of 
McGill’s Québec-PIRG Board of 
Governors pointed out that “the 



point of the film is to present the 
way that men actually behave. In- 
terspersed are discussions and 
critiques of men in the fictional 
segments.” The film is designed to 
act asa “springboard for discussion 
for men and women to discuss 
behaviors.” 

Student Rebecca Levi suggested 
the authors tried to contextualize 
scenes of male violence, but they 
were not successful “because of the 
lack of sensitivity put into the 
script.” 

“I would have to say that they 
have little control over their own 
self-reflexivity,” she said. 

Keaton emphasized that he had 
fixed a meeting with two members 
of the Women’s Union on Friday 
“to talk about the concerns that 
they have about the project.” 

Susanne Stein, stated that not all 
members of the Women’s Union 
were opposed to his project. “I thi nk 
there have to be modifications 
made, but we don’t have to discuss 
this in a confrontational context.” 

Wardle said, “I’m glad the di- 
rector of the film is going to discùss 
thefilm with membersofthc Wom- 
en’s Union. Their input is wanted 
and the project will benefit from 
their involvement.”

Tenants battle ghetto 
superintendent

Tenants in an apartment building near McG. l are accusing their 
superintendant of harassment and intimidation. , 

1 he list ofcomplaintsby residents of the Pine Street apartment building 
are extensive. They include verbal and physical abuse, sexual harrassment, 
negligence and invasion of privacy. 

Tenant Cam Ringland said the building’s superintendent, Gaétan 
Luchman, physically attacked him. Luchman allegedly punched Ringland 
in the side of the head following an argument about undone repairs. 

The whole incident was “very unexpected and quite out of the blue,” 
Ringland said. 

Some tenants in the building have begun to organize against Luchman. 
Ringland said tenants are afraid that if they voice their concerns, the 
situation could worsen. “Getting repairs done now is almost impossible.” 

Philip Ashton of the Québec-PIRG Housing Project said the tenants’ 
situation is a clear violation of rental laws. He said most tenants in the 
McGill Ghetto get rotten treatment from landlords because “it is the last 
district in the city without a tenants rights organization.” 

Québec-PIRG has been working for three years to organize students in 
the Milton-Parc area and in the McGill Ghetto. 

Many complaints against Luchman surfaced in an earlier tenants 
meeting. Ringland said when a woman tenant momentarily left garbage in 
the hall, “Luchman knocked on the door and threw the garbage into her 
apartment." The woman then asked Luchman to put out his cigarette and 
he stubbed it out on the hallway carpet, he said. 

Soon after she was given an eviction notice for leaving garbage in the 
hallway and extinguishing cigarettes on the hallway carpet, said Ringland. 

Other women tenants have complained of sexual harassment from 
Luchman. 

“When you pass him in the hall he expects hi'"s, and sometimes kisses,” 
said one woman who wished to remain anonym^;. “The basic problem 
is, that one is always uncomfortable with him." 

She said if one resists Luchman’s advances h" will refuse to complete 
necessary repairs. “He is not logical or rational. It he likes you, the repairs 
get done, but not otherwise." 

She said Luchman regularly used his master kr to enter women’s 
apartments on Saturday mornings. He arr-vt. with dates of croissants. 

“This is an obvious intrusion of privacy. He’s in your apartment and 
you’re in your bath robe,” she said. 

Ringland said that during the summer Luchman also used hb master 
key to enter the apartments of tenants absent on vacation. He threw some 

tenants’belongingsoutthcwindowand confiscated otherthings. Ringland 

said some tenants have not been able to get their b ..longings back 

Residents say they have consistently been bothered by poiice inquiries 
initiated by Luchman. Y et the building’s owner claimed he was unaware of 
the inquiries. 

“Police have been here on many occasions, but when I told the owner 
he was very surprised and did not believe me at first,” Ringland said. 

He said Luchman has been keeping the building’s owner “in the dark." 

Tenants of the building will meet today with the building’s owners to 
demand immediate changes. If they are unsucessful, Ringland said they 
will file a complaint with the Régie de Logement. 

Luchman has refused to speak to the Daily.

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Kenniff said plans for Montreal’s 
350th anniversary were made long 
before issues such as the recession 
and the debate over Canadian unity 
came to the surface. He spoke to 
business people at a luncheon given 
at Montreal’s Canadian Club. 

"The 1 992 celebrations will offer 
us a wonderful opportunity to re- 
assert our pride in our collective 
past,’’ said Kcnniff. “It will let us 
address lucidly the problems that 
beset us today and approach to- 
morrow with confidence in 
ourselves and openess to others.” 

But community anti-poverty 
groups have criticized the anniver- 
sary plans as political opportunism 
on the part of city mayor Jean Doré 
and his ruling MCM party. 

“We certainly won't beapplaud- 
ing the celebrations, because they 
only amount to meglomania à la 
Doré,” said Alain Cochais of the 
Comité Chômage Sud-Ouest, a un- 
employment support group in St. 
Henri. 

The 150-day celebration, to be 
held between May 15 and October 
12 will cost city taxpayers an esti- 
mated $‘100 million. 



Critics of the celebrations have 
said that the money would be better 
spent elsewhere. 

"Spending $*100 million on fes- 
tivities is rather excessive when you 
consider all thecity’sproblemswith 
poverty and the cutbacks to public 
transport," said Cochais. 

But Kenniffargued the 350-year 
celebrations would bring tourist 
dollars to the city and stimulate the 
local economy. 

“Montréal deservesacelebration 
as it is one of the oldest cities in 
North America and the investment 
will generate billions of dollars in 
economic activity.” 

But city opposition council 
member Marvin Rotrand said the 
city’s plans are absolutely excessive 
and indicative of Kenniff s skewed 
vision of economics. 

“Kenniff holds the traditional 
view of economic development,” 
said Rotrand. “He believes in help- 
ing the captains of big business 
instead of giving funds to neigh- 
bourhood economic councils. 
Assistingsmall businesses provides 
the most long-term jobs and stabil- 
ity to the economy” 



Cochais was also pessimistic 
about thecclebration’s positive eco- 
nomic effect on the city. 

“It definitely won’t make a 
profit," said Cochais. “Just look at 
festivities for Québec city’s 450th 
birthday in 1984. They were a fi- 
nancial disaster." 

Rotrand said thecclebrationsare 
rcccivinga hidden subsidy from the 
city’s “beautification" campaign. 

“The renovations of city hall, 
Champ de Mars and the paving of 
Old Montréal streets with granite 
are proof the city is spending more 
money on the celebrations than it 
appears,” said Rotrand. 

Kenniff told the audience the 
celebrations were first and foremost 
a celebration of Montréal’s 
multicultural heritage. He said that 
over 100 of the 300 events will take 
place in Montréal’s various ethnic 
neighbourhoodsand cultural com- 
munities. 

Heassured theaudiencethecel- 
ebration festivities would leave a 
positive and lasting impression on 
the city. He jokingly added that he 
wasn’t referring to “a long-term fi- 
nancial headache.”
